Accuses Dawes Commission. 


The case Involved the right of the 


secretary to pass on the 107,000 ncres 
of land In the Cherokee nation segre- 
gated for the use of the Dt-Iawares. 
The Indians claimed that the secre- 
tary Is without authority to approve 
•or disapprove of the segregation, as It 
had been approved by the Indians In- 
terested, and asked that he be en- 
Joined against taking such action 
pending the adjudication of the same 
question by the Court of Claims.
